THE OPIOM DEBATE. 

Mr, Penss called attention to the ravonue 
of India de:ived from tho cultivation of the 
poppy and the traffio in opium and the 
duties levied thereon, and to the p-sition 
of the relations between this country and 
China in relation to the trade in opium; 
and urged that Her Majesty's Government, 
whilst asking admission into Chioa for all 
exports from Great Britain, Indis, and 
British possessions on the terms granted to 
the most favoured nation, should not, fo 
carrying out existing or negotisting now 


treaties, insist upon terms facilitating the } 


introduction of opium, which the Govern- 
ment of China was uowilling to grant; and 
that Her Majesty's Government ahoutd also 
encourage the Goverament of India to take 
xtepa for thoir gradual withdrawal from 
participation in’ the cultivation of the 
poppy and dependence on a revenue deriv. 
ed from its cultivation and transit, The 
hou. mombor suid that the position of this 
country towards Chins in regatd to this 
trade could not be -justified either by the 
procepte of Christianity, by iaterontional 
law, or by the dictates of common morslity. 
That position bad been condemned by 
macy of our most prominont statesmen, 
includi-g the present Prime Ministor and 
Lord Salisbury, Mr, Gladatone, speaking 
on the cocasion of tho firat China war, io 
1840, said that justicas and right wero 
entiroly on tho bite of the pagan and pemi- 
barbarian, xa‘her.than.on that of civilised 
England; and Lord Baliabury iv 1876, had 
stated to s deputation which waited upon 
him on the subject that the Government 
did not view with any favour the extension 
of the opium revenue. ‘The traffic was 
herita,e from the East India Company, but 
i, woa now ourried on toa greater extent 
than evor it was under the Company. ‘he 
quiotity imported into China had steadily 
Lucroased, and the revenue derived from 
tho trafic by India had iuvcreased ty s 
ovrresponding extent, Referring to our 
dealiogs with China ia regard to this traffis 
the hon. member said that this country in 
thone relations had violated every principle 
of the Christian religion as well as of 
international aud moral law. In support 
of this view he referred to the history 
of the China wars, and said that in 
1869 the Chinose G:-vernmont had asked for 
atevision of the Treaty of Tien-Tsic with 
regard to the opium traffic, but Kngland 
had steadily refused to grant it, In 1876 a 
new convention was made by Sir Thomas 
Wade—viz., the Ohefoo Convention, and 
by tho third artiole it was intended to pl.ca 
abar upon the trafic in opium, but that 
article had-never been ratified, We had, 
nowever, takenedvantage {that part of tho 
trasty which ploased us, while wo left un- 
ratified that which we did not approve of, 
Lord Selisbury saying that the third article 
of that treaty would be in ooatravention of 
tbe policy which had always boon pursued 
ou this question. For the war which we 
made in 1840 we got 18,000,000 dollars, 
which wo extorted from the Chinese’ for 
doing that which they had a perfect righs 
to do; in 1860 we forced a treaty upon 
them, which we had since refused tv revise, 
and 20 late as 1870 we refused to ratify that 
which oar Ambasssdor had done on our 
behalf, The effoct of this wrong had been 
to injure our trade with China other than 
opium, ond besides that, our missionsry 
enterprise had been injured, There was 
this extraordinary fact that missionaries 
were refusing to edmit to the Christian 
communion persons who consumed that 
opinm wi wa were forcing into the 
country at the point of the bayonet. Even 
if opium were # blesaing to the people, 
instead of s curse, be contended that we

had no right to force it upon the people as 
we had done. He might be told that it was 
far better to have an open trade than a 
amtygled trade. No doubt there was 
gtoat deal to be said on that ground ; but 
wo were not the parties to decide the ques- 
tlon—it was for the people of China to do 
ao, It nae pe _ od hecoh hides 
not provide the sapply other lo would ; 
bat E other people chose to BO wrong thet 
was no teasson why we sbould do wrong.

The 
words of the notice put upon the paper by 
Bis hon. friend (Mr. Pesse) scewed to 
imply that they were engaged in nogotia- 
tions for the purpose of forcing’ the in- 
troduction of opium on the Chiueaso upon 
terms which they were unwilling to grant 
The fact was, that the negotiations on this 
matter originated-on the Ohinese side, and 
that any change which bad been made was 
favourable to the idess of tho Chinese. 
Hia hon. friend complained that they had 
refused to ratify the opium article of the 
Qheefuo Convention. “There bad been no 
refusal by the Government to ratify that 
article. ‘There had been undonbtedly groat 
dolay and exceedingly prolonged’ negotia- 
tions. It murt be remembered that these 
negotistlons were not isolated negotiations 
between this country and Chins, for the 
whole of the Ministers at Pekin had to be 
consulted al every step, and they could not 
always be induced to take the same view as 
wosesired. ‘hon they bad freq tently to 
refer home for instructions, which it would 
be easlly acon would very soon cause delay. 
The negotiations were, however, still pro- 
ceeding. He could assure the House that 
this was-no were assertion designed. to 
cover delay, bat it represented an absolute 
fast. (Hear, bear.) He had reason to 
suppose that the French mail which left 
Shanghai on May 19 would bring to this 
country a compromise that had been come 
to between Sir Thomas Wade and the 
Chinese Minister, to which the other For- 
elgn Ministers at Pekin would give their 
assent That being the case, ho could 
only say, on the part of the Foreign 
department of the Government,’ that 
when that information waa before it the 
Indian Government would decide whether 
they would ratify thia, conveation or 
whether they would agreo to the fresh 
policy of Sir Thomas Wado. That was 
a question of policy on which, of course, he 
could not speak. The House would before 
the debate closed have the advantage of 
hearing what the Iodian secretary had to 
aay on the subject. 

‘Mr, H. Richard sald bo was pot sangaine 
that in the Laie state of Indian fiaance 
much could be done to meet the views 
which had been expressed on this retolu- 
tion, or that the Government. could deal 
proctically with the opium question ; yet it 
was desirable from time to time to raise a 
protest and not allow the public conscience 
to go to sleep in the presence of what ho 
held to be a great national sin. 


The Marquis of Hartingtan said he 
rogrotted sumewhat that his hon. friend 
had thought it necessary to bring forward 
this most important qaestion at so early 3 
period in the tenure of office of the prosent 
jovernment, when they bad necessarily 
had very little time or opportanity to 
examine the many questions with which 
they had to deal, and when it could hardiy 
be expected that it had been in their power 
thoroughly to examine the present position 
of this great, moat complicated, and ut the 
samé time most important subj-ot, The 
quostion bad engaged tho attention of the 
Governments of Great Britain and India, 
snd from timo to time the attention of that 


House daring a long series of years. It 
was one aout which there’ was great 
difference of opinion, and that difference of 
opivion tended ratber to increase than to 
diminish, i¢ conld scarcely be expected, 
therefore, that the Government, in 

midst of the numerous questions it had 
had to consider, should huve had time to 
make up its mind on the subject; and, 
although he was prepared to give it his 
best consideration, he need hardly tell the 
Gouse that, with the very. slight and 
inadequate attention he had been able to 
give the subject, it was not his intention to 
give his consent to this resolution or to say 
anything which could have tho effect of 
disturbing or even diminiabing’ such ao 
important branch of revenue as that which 
was derived from this opiom trade. It 
seemed to him that this was not atime 
when thoy could aff rd to tamper with any 
branch of the Indisa revenuc. (Hear, 
hear.) He. felt obliged to make some 
protest against the sppeal that this question 
should be coxsidered from the. point of 
view of the dictates of morality as they were 
entertained in that House, and should bo 
altogether neglected #o far as it related to 
Inds and Indian morals.
